MEETING OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE — BELKNAP 
COUNTY CONVENTION 


Meeting called to order by Chairman D. W. MaclIsaac who 
announced that meeting called by request of County Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of authorizing Commissioners to borrow 
up to One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) in anticipa- 
tion of taxes; said money to be used in payment of operation of 
county affairs. 

Upon motion of Rep. Watson, seconded by Rep. Prescott, it 
was voted, without dissenting vote, that the Commissioners be 
authorized by the Executive Committee to borrow up to One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) in anticipation of 
taxes to be received from the County in 1962. 

Members present: MaclIsaac, Watson, Joslyn, Matheson, Pres- 
cott, O’Shan, and Harkins, Clerk, and H. Thomas Urie, ex officio.

BELKNAP COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
January 5, 1962 
COUNTY COURT HOUSE 
LACONIA, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


A public hearing was held by the Belknap County Delegation 
for the purpose of informing the public of a request for approval 
of a bond issue for $240,000 for added facilities and expansion at 
the Belknap Recreation Area. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:40 p.m. by the Chairman, 
Rep. H. Thomas Urie, with the following members present: Rep- 
resentative Urie, Allan, Watson, Stothart, Harkins, O’Shan, Mc- 
Carthy, Matheson, Lord, Prescott, Joslyn, Howe, Smith, Mac- 
Isaac, Dulac, and Normandin. State Senator Edith Gardner was 
invited by the chairman to join the delegation. Also present from 
the Belknap Recreation Area Commission were Chairman Mary 
Robertson, Dr. William Baker, Mr. Whitman Ide, Dana Beane, 
Jr., and Carl Redmond and Area Manager Warren Warner. In the 
absence of the regular clerk of the delegation, Stuart Allan was 
designated acting clerk by the Chairman. 
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Chairman Urie recognized Mary Robertson, chairman of the 
Area Commission, for the purpose of explaining the need for 
added facilities and expansion at the Area. Chairman Robertson 
then introduced Area Manager Warren Warner, who showed 
photographs and explained the location and purpose of the pro- 
posed chair lift and ski trails. Mr. Whitman Ide was next intro- 
duced and explained the manner in which the Mueller Ski Lift 
was selected from among other companies and other information 
which was contained in the minutes of the delegation meeting of 
December 27, 1961. Dr. Baker explained the items in the budget. 
Dana Beane presented the financial picture at the Area — the 
same as in the above mentioned minutes. 

Representative Watson asked about the Mueller Chair Lift 
in comparison with other lifts which were satisfactorily ex- 
plained by Mr. Ide. Representatives McCarthy and Harkins asked 
about safety features which were also explained by Mr. Ide. 
Representative Urie inquired of Dr. Baker whether the projected 
interest on the bond issue would be 3.5%, which was answered in 
the affirmative. It was also explained that this would be a 20 year 
schedule, and that it might be possible to retire the outstanding 
notes on the Doplemeyer Chair Lift in advance. 

Chairman Urie also inquired as to whether investigation had 
disclosed that money would not be forthcoming from the State for 
this purpose. Dr. Baker explained that in the past the State had 
not offered any money for a similar purpose, and it was the under- 
standing that the million dollars of the ten million dollar appro- 
priation set aside for private enterprise for recreational develop- 
ment was to be used for notes of short duration and at interest 
of 6%. He also stated that from information from former State 
Senator Rogers the area government was a separate entity and 
therefore not eligible for the type of assistance. Mr. Carl Red- 
mond was next introduced and furnished information similar to 
that which he had given previously at the meeting of December 
27th with part reference to the estimated increase in revenue. 

Chairman Urie thanked the Chairman of the Area Commission 
for the presentation of their needs. The Chairman then asked 
Senator Gardner whether she wished to speak on the subject. The 
Senator stated that she wished to be recorded in favor of expan- 
sion of the Belknap Area as did her husband and that they both 
endorsed the recommendation of the Area Commission. 

The public was then invited to ask questions or offer informa- 
tion, and Mayor Huot of Laconia stated that he wished to be 
recorded as in favor of the recommendations of the commission 
and that he wished to compliment the Area Commission on their 
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work in connection with this program and development at the 
area stating that what was good for the Area was good for La- 
conia and the surrounding towns. Mr. Edwin Chertok, president 
of the Laconia-Weirs Beach Chamber of Commerce congratulated 
the Area Commission on their fine presentation and wholeheart- 
edly endorsed their recommendation. Mr. Perley Harriman stated 
that he wished to be recorded as endorsing the program but had 
some questions regarding whether experts had been consulted 
in the matter of new facilities, laying out of trails, etc. Area Man- 
ager Warner stated that that had not been done and that he did 
not believe that it was the usual procedure and explained the 
procedure followed at the Area in this connection. Mr. Harriman 
stated that he was not being critical of the program but that some 
things had been done in the past which were not too practicable 
and just wanted to be sure that the proper procedure was being 
followed in this case. 

Mr. Ide explained the reason for the choice of location of the 
chair lift at Gunstock Mountain. Mr. Arthur Rothafel of Laconia 
wished to be recorded in favor of the project. Mr. William Brisse 
of Guilford asked whether it was proposed to use basket type 
carriers when necessary, on the lift to take supplies and materials 
to the top, and thereby keep the tractor off the ski trails. Mr. War- 
ner stated that this was their intention. 

Mr. Brisse also wanted to know if it would pay the Area to 
own their own bulldozer. Mr. Warner stated that this had been 
inquired into and found to be not feasible from a financial stand- 
point. 

Mrs. Penny (Pitou) Zimmerman, noted ski expert and instruc- 
tor and operator of a ski school at the Area asked to be recorded 
as in favor of the program and emphasized the need for keeping 
pace with other ski areas, especially in view of the 9,000,000 dol- 
lars voted by the legislature at the last session for expansion of 
state ski and recreational areas. 

Mr. Laurence Guild spoke in favor of the program and men- 
tioned that shortage of facilities at the Area at present to take 
care of the growing number of people using the Area and stated 
that he believed all should be interested in seeing the Area be- 
come a real resort. 

The public hearing was then declared closed by the Delegation 
Chairman. Rep. MaclIsaac then moved “the rules of this conven- 
tion be so far suspended as to permit motion for Authorization 
at this time without clearing this room for the customary execu- 
tive session.” 

By Rep. Maclsaac: “I move that the Belknap County Conven- 
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tion authorize the Commissioners of Belknap Recreation Area to 
issue bonds not to exceed $240,000, according to provisions of 
the law, for the purpose of executing expansion and improve- 
ments at said Belknap Area as proposed in brochure published 
by the Area Commission on December 8, 1961, which expansion 
consists mainly of construction of a double chair lift and auxiliary 
facilities.” 

Seconded by Rep. Walter McCarthy. 

County Attorney Brouillard was asked by the Chairman for an 
explanation of the law regulating voting by the Delegation on a 
matter of this kind. The County Attorney gave as his opinion that 
a two thirds majority of the members of the Delegation present 
and voting was required. 

The members of the Delegation were then polled and the vote 
in favor of Rep. MaclIsaac’s motion was unanimous. 

Rep. O’Shan then asked the County Attorney whether it was 
legal to give authority to issue the bonds for this purpose to the 
Belknap Area Commissioners rather than the County Commis- 
sioners. The County Attorney replied that the Belknap Area 
Commission was the agency authorized to issue the bonds. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:03 p.m.

BELKNAP COUNTY DELEGATION 
PUBLIC HEARING — COUNTY BUDGET 


Belknap County Court House 
February 14, 1962 


A public hearing was held by the Delegation for the purpose 
of hearing the 1962 county budget (copy attached to original 
minutes) and for any other business that might legally come be- 
fore the Delegation. 

The meeting was called to order at 8:00 p.m. by Chairman 
Urie and the Delegation stood for a minute’s silent prayer in re- 
spect to Rep. Charles K. Jones, recently deceased. Present were: 
Urie, Allan, Mrs. Lord, Matheson, Howe, Harkins, McCarthy, 
Prescott, MacIsaac, Smith, Dulac, Stothart. 

Chairman Urie outlined the procedure to be followed and 
asked whether the Commissioners desired to present the budget 
or to have Dana Beane, Jr., C.P.A. Chairman Hubbard requested 
that Mr. Beane present the budget for the Commissioners. 
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Mr. Beane stated that the budget had been reviewed by the 
Commissioners and that the breakdown was in accordance with 
their wishes. He explained that the reason for the large amount of 
cash on hand was because of money borrowed in anticipation of 
taxes and that it was budgeted to pay off other loans. 

Chairman Urie asked if the $5,000 budgeted in 1961 for the 
Mutual Aid Tower had been spent for other purposes. Mr. Beane 
stated that $365 had been actually expended and that the re- 
mainder had been committed against temporary loans. Chairman 
Urie asked where this remainder was shown as a deficit. Mr. 
Beane said that in order to have a deficit you would have to spend 
it all. 

Chairman Urie asked Comm. Hubbard why the money had not 
been spent for the purpose intended. Comm. Hubbard replied, 
“You did not appropriate $5,000 — $2,500 was supposed to come 
in from the Federal Government but didn’t.” Chairman Urie said, 
“We appropriated $5,000 even though the County was to con- 
tribute $2,500 as their share. The Tower was not built, and where 
is the money?” Comm. Hubbard replied, “Where do you suppose 
it is? You realize we had a $27,000 deficit for 1961. Your $2,500 
was in it.” Chairman Urie said, “We appropriated that money for 
a tower, and it wasn’t built, and I want to know why.” Comm. 
Hubbard replied, “The $365 was spent for cable. It would have 
cost a lot more. I think they got their money’s worth.” Chairman 
Urie said, “That doesn’t answer my question.” 

Rep. Maclsaac said, “The question was answered as I expected. 
We have no control of it after the 1962 budget is submitted. It is 
not really a $27,000 deficit. It is actually $18,000.” Chairman 
Urie said, “Then we have to appropriate another $5,000 if we 
want the tower built. Isn’t that soP” Rep. Maclsaac replied, “We 
expect $2,500 from the Federal Government — which is a mere 
juggling of figures — we cannot earmark anything in the 1961 
budget for a single thing. But the only way the Commissioners 
can overlap in 1962 is to go to the Executive Committee and ask 
for the money.” 

Chairman Urie: “You can question any item you wish for any 
year. Rep. Maclsaac: “As chairman of the budget committee, I 
wish to explain that we had it out with the commissioners and 
we had to give them the money to cover the deficit.” Chairman 
Urie: “I understand from the chairman of the county commis- 
sioners that it is intended to enlarge the Laconia Airport, and I 
want to know why $1,000 is included for that purpose.” Comm. 
Hubbard: “The commissioners feel that the airport is very essen- 
tial. The City of Laconia has included $1,000 in their budget 
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toward the operation of the airport, and we feel that the other 
towns in the county can afford to contribute to make up the 
county’s share.” Rep. Lord: “Do other towns do anything about 
it?” Comm. Hubbard: “Nothing.” Mr. Ballard: “I have noticed an 
increase in the use of the airport. Snow removal alone should ac- 
count for the expenditure of $1,000.” Chairman Urie: “Mr. Cher- 
tok of the Chamber of Commerce talked with me and said that 
Northeast Airlines had said that this area would be without air- 
lines service soon unless the runways are lengthened in order to 
accommodate larger planes. Other towns should be included in 
the airport authority, and I appoint Representatives Watson, 
Allan, and Rollins as members of a study Committee to meet with 
officials of other towns to see if we can get them interested in 
the airport and contribute toward its expense.” 

An explanation of the Belknap County Extension Service 
Budget was given by the Chairman of their budget committee. 
Rep. Lord asked whether or not under the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, any money left over could be spent for 
any department other than that for which appropriated. Rep. 
Maclsaac answered no. 

Chairman Urie inquired as to the status of the county suit 
against the insurance company in connection with the accident on 
the chair lift at the Belknap Recreation Area. The county attorney 
explained that there was nothing concrete to report, but that he 
has consulted with the attorney for the insurance company and 
the plaintiff and should know something definite before long — 
that there does not appear to be any possibility of a settlement. 

Mr. Beane explained that the County Home budget had in- 
creased only $10,000 over the 1961 actual expenses, but $40,000 
more than budgeted for 1961; that the total increase of the 1962 
budget is $98,000 over the budget for 1961; that the figure of 
$105,000 in the 1962 budget for the payroll is based on an actual 
payroll study over the last three months and that it could be ex- 
pected this would continue to increase; that the cost per patient 
for the 77 patients now at the infirmary is $43 per week; that the 
delegation and commissioners should decide on a definite stand- 
ard for admission; that the public should be informed as to what 
this standard is. He felt that beds should be available for needy 
patients rather than for someone who can pay elsewhere; that 
when and if a new infirmary is built, consideration should be 
given to increasing the rates to those who can pay; that the dele- 
gation should be informed as to who is admitted and for what 
reason; and that the county should not be responsible for any pa- 
tient who “just wishes to go there.” 
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The question was asked as to whether or not money from the 
sale of land at the county farm, in the capital investment fund, 
could be used for any purpose other than the building of a county 
home — could it be used, for instance, to reduce the amount the 
towns would be assessed for the increase in the county budget. 
The county attorney explained that any returns from the fund 
must stay there unless used for the purpose designated, but that 
such purpose could be changed by a vote of two-thirds of the 
total membership of the county convention. 

Chairman Urie asked Comm. Hubbard if salaries at the county 
home had been increased without specific appropriation. Comm. 
Hubbard said that salary increases are granted when necessary. 
Rep. Lord inquired what the salary increases were for. Comm. 
Hubbard explained that it was necessary to increase the salaries 
of the nurses, aides, and attendants on wards. Rep. Maclsaac: 
“Fact of the matter is, that salaries have doubled in a period of 
three years according to these figures.” Comm. Hubbard, “Let’s 
be practical about this. Nurses are not now working seven days a 
week for $1.05 an hour. We now have to pay $1.75. I pay taxes 
too, and I don’t like it any better than you do.” Chairman Urie: 
“How does the state school operate within their budget when we 
can’t do it?” Comm. Hubbard: “We can, when we get to their 
level of salaries. We are losing nurses to them right along.” Urie: 
“Don’t you think you should consult the proper authorities?” 
Comm. Hubbard, “No man can tell eleven months in advance 
what is going to happen.” Rep. MaclIsaac: “Why can’t the county 
do the same as the state and operate within their budget?” Comm. 
Hubbard: “We can when we get a realistic budget. The delega- 
tion expenses used to be $300; now they are $2,000. Why?” 
Chairman Urie: “Because we want to know what is going on.” 
Comm. Hubbard, “You have to give this service, and pay for it, 
whether you like it or not.” 

Rep. Maclsaac asked about taxes on the county farm property, 
“We know the farming operations have been done away with.” 
Mr. Beane explained that the new barns etc., were assessed at 
$24,000-$39,000 on infirmary building; land $12,000; jail and 
house of correction exempt by law, total assessment amounting to 
$75,000, and a tax of about $4,900. 

The Chairman recognized Mr. James P. Rogers who stated he 
would like to point out facts connected with the proposed 1962 
budget. He said that expenses for the infirmary would tend to 
increase; that the level of salaries probably has not yet been sta- 
bilized; more consideration should be given to a substantial in- 
crease in income or revenue — otherwise a deficit of $60,000 or 
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$70,000 might result at the end of 1962, and asked, “I would also 
like to know who is responsible for the admissions policy at the 
county home.” Chairman Urie: “I will tell you if you want to 
know — the county commissioners.” 

The chairman of the county home and court house committees 
and Rep. Maclsaac of the budget committee were directed by 
Chairman Urie to meet with the county commissioners and go 
over the budget to see if reductions can be made and to try to 
arrive at a definite admission policy for the county home. He ap- 
pointed Rep. Stuart Allan temporary chairman of the county 
home sub-committee. 

The chairman read a letter from J. J. Treloar, Superintendent 
of the Merrimack County Nursing Home, (letter attached to 
original minutes) showing the cost of maintaining a patient in 
their county home, and a comparison was made with the cost 
at the Belknap County Institution. 

The meeting was adjourned at 10:20 p.m.

Meeting called to order by Chairman Donald W. Maclsaac at 
2:45 p.m. Representatives present were: Walter A. Harkins, clerk 
of committee, Oscar Prescott, Arthur McAllister, Olin Joslyn, 
Rene Lacaillade, and Ellis Ayre. 

Purpose of meeting was to review reports of sub-committees 
of Court House and County Home relative to County Budget for 
1962, and to make recommendations for County Convention ac- 
tion on the 1962 Budget. 

A detailed report signed by Rep. Stuart Allen was received 
from the County Home sub-committee, but no report was re- 
ceived from Court House sub-committee. Report of the County 
Home sub-committee is attached to and made part of the min- 
utes of this meeting of the Executive Committee. 

After considerable discussion and study of the Budget for 1962, 
as submitted by the Commissioners, the Executive Committee 
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was unanimous in recommending the following changes in the 
1962 Budget. 


1. The amount of revenue necessary to be raised by County

This rep- 


resents a total reduction of $29,400 in the appropriation 
requested by the Commissioners.

BELKNAP COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 
April 3, 1962 
Belknap County Court House, Laconia, N. H. 


The meeting was opened at 7:45 p.m. by Chairman Urie for 
the purpose of discussing and approving the county budget for 
1962, with the following members present: MacAllister, Mathe- 
son, Lord, Robertson, Lacaillade, McCarthy, Harkins, Ayre, Pres- 
cott, Stothart, Dulac, MacIsaac, Allan, Smith, Urie, Joslyn, and 
Howe. The meeting was open to the public. 

Chairman Urie announced that although this meeting was not 
a public hearing, anyone might speak, unless there were objec- 
tions by the Delegation. There were no objections. 

Rep. Maclsaac presented the report of the Executive Commit- 
tee regarding the proposed county budget; a copy of the report 
is attached to the original minutes. 

It was suggested by Chairman Urie that the amount needed to 
be raised by taxation might be lowered if it were possible to use 
the interest accumulated in the Capital Reserve Fund, and re- 
quested Rep. Ayre to read figures obtained from County Treas- 
urer Byran Parker. After discussion, it was the opinion of Attorney 
Brouillard that such interest could be used only for the purpose 
of the Capital Fund itself, which was stated by Rep. Smith to be 
“for the purpose of building a new county home, or for capital 
improvements to the present home.” 

Mayor Huot spoke in favor of restoring $1,000, cut by the 
Executive Committee from the Airport Authority budget request 
from $3,000 to $2,000. 

Fire Chief Merle Sargent spoke in favor of restoring funds for 
the Mutual Aid Fire Tower, eliminated by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

After discussion of a proposed cut of $20,000 from the County 
Home budget request, Rep. MaclIsaac was asked to read the re- 
port of the County Home subcommittee (a copy is attached to 
the original minutes). Dana Beane, CPA, was asked if the cut 
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of $20,000 were possible. Mr. Beane replied that on the basis of 
the present operation, it was not; and that if the cut were voted, 
it might be necessary for the Commissioners to adjust the admis- 
sions policy. 

It was moved, seconded, and voted that the County appropria- 
tion for the year 1962 total $381,052.50, with the following pro- 
visions, and that the amount necessary to be raised by county tax 
be $229,846.25 (a copy of the approved budget is attached to 
the original minutes) : 

Provision No. 1: It was moved, seconded, and voted that the 
amount of $1,800 requested for “County Home Insulation” be 
appropriated by the Convention, but be taken from the Capital 
Fund Account; 

Provision No. 2: It was moved, seconded, and voted that the 
sum of $4,635 be appropriated for a Mutual Aid Fire Tower and 
that the County Commissioners be authorized to borrow this sum 
to meet payment, if the funds of the County are insufficient at 
that time; 

And that as part of the motion adopting the budget for 1962 
the following become a part of the motion: “Under the provisions 
of Laws of 1961, Chapter 142, the Convention hereby requires 
the County Commissioners to obtain written authority from the 
Executive Committee before transferring any appropriation, or 
part thereof, in this budget.” 

The meeting was adjourned at 10:50 p.m.

Belknap County Court House — April 6, 1962 


Quarterly meeting of the Executive Committee of the Belknap 
County Convention was held at the Commissioners Office to re- 
view the 1962 budget as passed at the April 3, 1962 Delegation 
Meeting. 

Meeting called to order by Chairman Donald W. Maclsaac at 
2:45 p.m.

May 25, 1962

The special meeting was opened at 7:45 p.m. by Chairman 
Urie for the purpose of considering matters pertaining to the 
Laconia Airport Authority, with the press and public invited to 
speak, and with the following members present: MacAllister, 
Watson, Matheson, Lord, Robertson, McCarthy, Harkins, Ayre, 
Prescott, Stothart, Dulac, O’Shan, Maclsaac, Allan, Smith, Urie, 
Joslyn, and Howe. 

Mayor Huot, Chairman of the Laconia Airport Authority, pre- 
sented a request that Belknap County provide a sum of money 
not to exceed $10,000 for the purpose of providing legal assist- 
ance in the presentation of Laconia’s case to CAB to become a 
regional airport. 

Mayor Huot also stated that application has been made for 
Federal funds to increase the length of the airport’s runways to 
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5,900 feet at an approximate cost of $400,000-$500,000, and that 
should the funds become available, the State would be asked to 
raise some $125,000 as its share, and that the County might be 
asked to raise $125,000, which, with 50 per cent, or $250,000 
provided by Federal Funds, would pay for the extension. 

Mr. Donald Vaughn, manager of the Airport, spoke in favor of 
the request for $10,000. Mr. Edwin Chertok, President of the 
Laconia-Weirs Chamber of Commerce spoke in favor of the re- 
quest; and also Mr. Norman Hubbard, member of the Laconia 
Airport Authority, and Chairman of the County Commissioners; 
Mr. Harold Wescott, Jr., Chairman of the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce; and Attorney Hugh 
Bownes. 

Rep. Urie, Chairman of the Delegation spoke against the re- 
quest. 

The special meeting was adjourned to executive session at 
9:30 p.m.

MaclIsaac, Chairman of the Executive Committee re- 
ported on the Executive Committee meeting of November 16, a 
copy of which is attached to the original minutes and pointed out 
an overdraft of $14,839.64 in the County Home Expenditures. 

There were questions concerning the Mutual Aid Fire Tower 
item for which the Convention had appropriated (in the 1962 
budget) the sum of $4,625, after assurance by the Commissioners 
that $2,500 would be reimbursed by the Federal Government. It 
now appears (from remarks made by Rep. MaclIsaac and con- 
firmed by Commissioner Joe Smith) that there may be no reim- 
bursement from the Federal Government. No explanation was of- 
fered as to why. 

Chairman Urie asked for an explanation of the labor costs of 
November, 1962 of $10,000 for the County Infirmary versus a 
$5,000 cost in 1961. Chairman Urie Maclsaac stated that there 
had been no explanation of this situation at the Executive Com- 
mittee meeting by the Commissioners. 

Chairman Urie stated that he might enter a bill in the next 
session of the Legislature to remove the commissioners from con- 
trol over the County Home and to establish a five-man commis- 
sion to operate the Home, said commission to operate in a manner 
similar to the Commission established to operate the Belknap 
Mountain Recreation Area. 

It was pointed out by Rep. Maclsaac that the 1961 operating 
budget for the County Home was approximately $150,000 and 
that expenditures were approximately $150,000, and that the tax- 
payers of Belknap County might have to provide some $25,000 
to $30,000 this year to take care of an overdraft. 

Rep. Maclsaac asked for a “feeling” of the Convention as to 
what to do about the anticipated overdraft by the County Com- 
missioners. He pointed out that the Convention would eventually 
have to approve such an overdraft. Chairman Urie pointed out 
that the Convention could not approve the paying of bills; that 
according to law and the affirmative motion of the Delegation 
meeting at the April 3, 1962 delegation meeting, it is the responsi- 
bility of the Executive Committee to first hold a public hearing 
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before such payment is approved by the Delegation and therefore 
no action could be taken at the present time. No action was taken. 
It was moved by Keith Matheson that meeting be adjourned at

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County herewith sub- 
mit the annual report of the Commissioners along with the 
Treasurer, Superintendent of the County Home, Infirmary and 
House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, County Attorney, 
Chaplain, Sheriff, Auditors, Welfare Dept. and County Extension 
Service for the year ending December 31, 1962. 

Your Commissioners have held or attended over one hundred 
and twenty meetings during the year of 1962 pertaining to 
County Government. We have tried to give the TAXPAYERS of 
Belknap County a good sound business administration. 

During 1962 we have continued making improvements on your 
County property especially at the Court House. For many years 
we have had a real problem due to the scarceness of parking 
spaces for those who attend court sessions. This year we were 
able through the cooperation of the Belknap County Delegation 
to purchase land at the rear of said building and we expect to 
have approximately twenty five more spaces available. 

In July we accepted the resignation with regret of our Superin- 
tendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Carl Rollins who have taken 
up new duties at the Taylor Home here in Laconia. 

We would not close this report without mentioning Commis- 
sioner Joe Smith who has served Belknap County so faithfully for 
over thirty years. Yes Joe, the wonderful testimonial dinner held at 
Meredith was a tribute paid to you for your years of service to our 
County. 


WELFARE 


The Board of County Commissioners continues the supervision 
of the Surplus Food Commodities program in the County. In 
1962, a total of 14,745 persons received surplus food for the 
small expenditure of $2,881.53. This was an increase of 3,050 
persons over our 1961 distributions. 

The City of Laconia handles and distributes the food to all 
eligible State, City, and County cases in Laconia while the 
County Commissioners’ Office does the same for all the ten towns 
in the County. The County has regular deliveries to all the towns 
and a driver and truck are provided by the County Home. 

At the present time, the following foods are available to those 
eligible: cornmeal, white and dark flour, rice, dried milk, shorten- 
ing, butter, dried beans, chopped meat, peanut butter, cheese, 
and rolled wheat. Due to the present unemployment situation, 
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we expect a sharp increase in the number of persons who will be 
eligible for surplus foods and for welfare in the coming year. 

Last year our welfare dept. aided 174 persons on regular relief 
and 521 persons on Veterans’ Aid. Most of the County Wel- 
fare funds are used because of unemployment or illness of the 
wage earner. The County also paid 25% of the total cost of 624 
persons receiving Old Age Assistance and Aid to Totally and 
Permanently Disabled during the past year. Our office made ar- 
rangements for 164 persons to receive Christmas dinners and dis- 
tributed toys and clothes to 53 children. The Opechee 4-H Club 
again adopted a family for Christmas and gave them clothing and 
toys which were greatly appreciated.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 
I hereby submit a report of activities at the Belknap County 
Home for the Year ending December 31, 1962. 


A change of administration took place during the year with the 
resignation of Mr. and Mrs. Rollins on the 15th of July, when a 
staff of four department heads was appointed from existing per- 
sonnel and acting under Commissioner Ruel as advisor operated 
the Home until my appointment on October 15th. 


The farm is still being operated on a limited basis. A small 
herd of approximately 26 head of young stock is still maintained; 
however its purpose is no longer to produce milk but beef for 
the Home. In accordance with this, several head of Black Angus 
cattle have been introduced. Once again permission was given 
to use the hay on the old farm area, so that despite the poor 
season enough hay is on hand to keep this herd through the com- 
ing winter. 

Gardening continues to decline, several items such as straw- 
berries, raspberries, apples, and winter squash are no longer 
raised, and but a very small amount of corn was raised. A large 
crop of potatoes was raised but the last half of them were har- 
vested under such adverse conditions that considerable loss is 
expected before spring. 

However a very successful year was experienced with pigs; 70 
young ones were sold and 10 hogs were slaughtered, which has 
yielded considerable pork for use at the Home. It is expected that 
operation of the piggery will be continued during the coming 
year. 

Operation of the Jail and House of Correction has gone on as 
usual. A noteworthy fact, however, concerning the House of Cor- 
rection is that there were no escapes during the past year. 


Inasmuch as the relative importance of the Infirmary is clearly 
on the increase considerable space should be devoted to its oper- 
ation during the past year. Moreover, as its operation on an ex- 
tended basis will in all probability take place next year, it would 
seem fitting to present a review of its operation over the past 
decade. Accordingly, the following table is included in this re- 
port:

Several important facts emerge from examination of this data. 
(A) The most significant one is the steady increase in the average 
daily patient load; however, it must not be inferred that the size 
of the nursing staff is measured by the 141% increase in this fig- 
ure. This is more nearly measured by the number of bedridden 
incontinent patients. Inasmuch as the remaining category of pa- 
tients remains surprisingly constant, the resultant increase after 
allowance is made for this fact is over 600%. Again the reason 
why we have not reached the saturation value of 80 patients is 
explained by the fact that nursing facilities are not yet available 
on the second story of the east wing. 

(B) The large initial value in column 5 is explained by the 
sudden rise of State supported cases, for there were seven such 
cases in 1952 and twenty-three in 1953. This category of patients 
has steadily increased over the years to approximately fifty. The 
remaining figures in this column show typical growth, i.e., a rapid 
increase up to the year 1958 with a rapid drop of growth there- 
after. (C) An average of the figures in the last column shows 
that a given patient may be expected to spend approximately 30 
weeks. 

Several changes were made in the physical facilities of the 
Infirmary. The most important one was the creation of an inde- 
pendent infirmary office with the installation of a PBX system 
which includes five new telephones. A set of cupboards were also 
built in this office to facilitate procurement of drug supplies. 
Nurses lockers were also built in the main corridor for storage of

their personal effects. The location of the sewing room was 
changed to the laundry area, thus greatly increasing efficiency 
within this department, and the old sewing room is used as a 
nurses lounge. A new system of bookkeeping was instituted early 
in the year which has been very successful. 

Two changes were made in the time keeping system during the 
year. The original timebook system gave way to a system of cards 
kept by the supervisor of each department. This in turn was re- 
placed by the installation of a time clock, which is currently in 
operation. In connection with this, mention may be made of the 
fact that a 12-day sick leave benefit was approved by the Com- 
missioners. 

Several items were purchased during the year including beds, 
wheelchairs, screens, commodes and new linens. 

An improvement of the general sanitation of the institution was 
effected with the procurement of service by a local waste disposal 
business. Also, the open space at the rear of the building between 
the brick building and sunporch was enclosed thus helping to 
keep the passage above between sunporch and men’s hospital 
much warmer. 

Further expansion of the nursing staff took place to provide a 
reservoir from which to draw during the winter months when 
nurses themselves are subject to illness. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my deep appreciation to each 
individual and to the many organizations who have contributed so 
generously of their time and efforts to brighten the hours for the 
patients at the Home. Especially the Chaplains who have given 
so freely of their time. 

To Mrs. Caswell, our Occupational Therapist, for the splendid 
results of her work with the patients. 

Also I wish to thank the members of the various law enforce- 
ment organizations for their cooperation during the past year. 

To the Board of Commissioners and members of the County 
Delegation for their continued interest in the affairs of the Home. 

In closing we wish to thank all our employees for the splendid 
cooperation we have received during the past year.

CIVIL ACTIONS 


There is presently pending in the Belknap County Superior 
Court an action by the county against American Universal Insur- 
ance Company for recovery of damages in the sum of $12,732.37, 
being the deficiency between insurance coverage provided by this 
insurer and judgment recovered by Joseph O'Neill, Sr. et als. in 
their actions against the county growing out of the tramway ac- 
cident at Belknap Recreational Area on July 25, 1956. 


There are no civil actions pending against the county. 


CRIMINAL ACTIONS 


Two grand juries convened in Belknap County in 1962 re- 
turned 22 indictments against 13 persons alleging commission of 
the following felonies in the number stated: aggravated assault 
(3), arson (1), breaking and entering and committing larceny 
(5), bigamy (1), desertion (1), grand larceny (2), larceny of 
cattle (3), reckless operation of motor vehicle resulting in death 
(1), statutory rape (3), and unnatural act (2). Ten indictments 
resulted in convictions, two in aquittals, and one nol prossed, and 
nine were pending at the end of the year having been continued 
by order of the superior court or trial not being in order because 
of pending sexual psychopath or sanity examinations. 


In addition, some nine persons, including one female, charged 
with the commission of the following felonies, in the number 
stated, waived indictment by grand jury and were sentenced in 
the Belknap County Superior Court: accessory to breaking and 
entering (1), breaking and entering and larceny (12), burglary 
(22), forgery (1), passing forged checks (2), and reckless opera- 
tion of motor vehicle death resulting (1). 


There were some 19 appeals to the Superior Court of Munici- 
pal Court convictions which required disposition during 1962. 
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OTHER MATTERS 


Examination by a board of physicians were requested in 1962 
to determine whether or not three persons charged with certain 
sex offenses were sexual psychopaths. None of the three were 
found to be within this category and their cases disposed of in the 
usual manner. 

Examination to determine the sanity of four persons charged 
with felonies were requested through the Superior Court and ac- 
complished by the Staff of the New Hampshire State Hospital. 


Some seven petitions were filed in the Superior Court under 
Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act against non- 
residents owing a duty of support to dependents residing in this 
county. Fourteen such petitions against persons residing in this 
county and owing a duty of support to dependents residing out of 
the state were received in our Superior Court. Under the statute, 
I am required to prosecute such actions and did so. 

As in 1961, I attended two meetings of the Belknap County 
Recreational Area Commission and assisted them on a number of 
occasions in resolving matters arising from the operation of area. 

I enjoyed the second year of my first term as County Attorney 
as is attested by the fact that I sought re-election. I look forward 
in my second term to continuing a relationship with all other off- 
cials and personnel of the county government which has been an 
extremely harmonious one.

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REPORT OF THE BELKNAP COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 
1962 


Last year’s report here dealt largely with the development of 
Cooperative Extension work since 1914 and its “Tomorrow.” 


Since the County Agricultural Agent has devoted considerable 
time the past year on Rural Areas Development, he would like to 
present to the people of the County some information relative 
COuit: 

Called “RAD” for short, such a committee of citizens from all 
walks of life and all corners of the county can be in position to 
consider mutual problems of concern to many. Such problems in 
most instances would cross town boundaries. Others might well 
cross county boundaries in conjunction with neighboring RAD 
committees. 


This committee meets every other month at some central loca- 
tion. Members at present are as follows: Dwight Dobbin, Alton, 
Chairman; George Falardeau, Tilton, vice-chairman; Malcolm 
Harrington, Laconia, member of Executive Committee; Reid Bes- 
serer, Laconia; Fred Boynton, Tilton; Harold Bryant, Gilmanton; 
Arthur Covieo, Tilton; Edward Craig, Sanbornton; Wilfred 
Emond, Gilmanton Iron Works; Mrs. Harold Fellows, Gilmanton 
Iron Works; James Hughes, Center Harbor; Whitman Ide, La- 
conia-Gilford; Donald Leith, Belmont; Parker Lindberg, Gilford- 
Laconia; William Patterson, Laconia-Gilford; Mrs. Robert St. 
John, Barnstead; Raymond Smith, New Hampton; Edmund Sul- 
livan, Laconia; and Mrs. John Weeks, Gilford. 

A sub-committee is currently working on the subject of water 
pollution in the county. Arthur Covieo of Tilton is Chairman.

Extension Home Economist Work 


According to the 1960 census, nearly 40 per cent of New 
Hampshire’s women aged 14 or over are in the labor force; more 
than one-fourth of the women with children under 6 years of age 
are working women. Both of these figures are higher than the 
national average; both are indicative of the ideological and tech- 
nological changes which have influenced family life in our 
society. 

Although increased demands in the areas of human relations 
and management skills are most obvious in the case of working 
homemakers, they are also typical of today’s homemakers as a 
whole. While production and construction are still an important 
part of homemaking, an increasing amount of concern centers 
around problems in such areas as consumer education, care of 
materials and equipment, child guidance, nutrition, budgeting, 
use of time and energy, etc. It is these latter problems which re- 
ceive the major emphasis in the Home Economics educational 
programs of the Cooperative Extension Service. Instruction in 
specific manual skills is still provided, however, for the benefit of 
homemakers who need assistance in this area. 

Residents of Belknap County may get assistance with Home 
Economics subjects in a variety of ways. Women in some com- 
munities have organized Home Economics Extension Groups spe- 
cifically for the purpose of learning and applying up-to-date 
knowledge and skills involved in the total job of homemaking. 
Other community organizations participate in selected programs 
which are of particular concern to them. Special interest groups 
are formed for the purpose of concentrated study on a single sub- 
ject. Assistance is also available to individuals through public 
meetings, monthly newsletters, newspaper articles, educational 
bulletins, and individual consultation with the Extension Home 
Economist. 

Working women and young homemakers are two segments of 
the population which are of special concern to the Extension 
Service in programming educational activities in Home Eco- 
nomics. An increase during 1962 in the use of mass media, and 
in evening programs has encouraged more of these women to 
participate in Extension activities. It is hoped that future program 
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developments will be even more effective in reaching these 
women and helping them to achieve better living for their 
families.

4-H Club Work 


The 4-H phase of the Cooperative Extension Service is de- 
signed to assist young people to make their best personal growth 
and development — from the time they face new situations out- 
side the home until they become mature adults. This assistance 
is received in the form of a “learn by doing” experience by each 
boy and girl who participates in a 4-H project. 

The objective of the 4-H program in the county is to make it 
available to as many boys and girls as possible. The total enroll- 
ment for 1962 was 403 boys and girls, participating in 25 clubs 
throughout the county. The total enrollment in projects and 
activities by these boys and girls was 1,126. 


The Club Agent was assisted in the 4-H program by 95 volun- 
teer Senior Leaders and 61 Junior Leaders. Leader-training meet- 
ings were held for these leaders throughout the year on “Know 
Your Sewing Machine”; A Foods and Nutrition Session; Demon- 
strations and Dress Revue; and Training Workshops on records 
and reports.

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County Forester’s Work 


Forests predominate the landscape of Belknap County. This 
condition did not come about as a result of good land use plan- 
ning but rather accidentally as crop lands and pasture lands were 
neglected and abandoned during the last century. Today, there 
are 212,000 acres of woodlands in the county which is 82% of the 
total land area. There are approximately 2,800 woodland owners. 

The county forestry program is aimed at advising small wood- 
land owners in solving their forestry problems and also assisting 
the wood using industries in the county in locating, processing, 
and marketing wood products. 

The County Forester offers advice, i.e., tree planting, improve- 
ment of forest stands by removal of weed trees through mechani- 
cal and new chemical methods, pruning trees for quality lumber, 
correct timber harvesting methods, correct marketing procedures, 
location of permanent wood roads, fire ponds, and other forestry 
conservation methods. 

Woodland owners desiring woodland assistance should contact 
the County Extension Service, P.O. Box 188, Laconia, N. H. 


Last year the County Forester worked in both Belknap and 
Strafford counties. Following are work accomplishments for 1962 
(which are almost equally divided between the two counties) : 


1. There were 196 thousand trees planted on lands where prior 
site suitability was determined. 

2. 1,451 acres of young soft woods were released by removing 
weed trees. 

3. There was an increase of 31% in the number of woodland 
owners asking for assistance over the previous year. 

4. 74 acres of young white pine were pruned. 

5. An estimated 1,678,000 board feet of timber were harvested 
according to good forestry practices. 

6. Data was prepared for Rural Areas Development committee 
to use in determining forest assest and their uses in the area. 

7. There were good relations among the timber operators, con- 
sulting foresters, state and federal organizations promoting 
forestry in the county. 

8. There was an increased interest among the youth in forestry, 
especially 4-H and Boy Scout groups.
